The Senate set 2 o’clock as the 
time for v oting on the Simpson 
price-fix ing

written into the Roosev elt farm 
relief bill 
by the agricu ltu re 
committee. Administration lead­ 
ers said they were confident they 
cou ld mu ster su fficient strength j 
to reject it. 
Adv ocated by John A. Simp­ 
son, president of the National 
Farmers Union, the price-fix ing 
plan wou ld seek to gu arantee the 
farmer at least the cost of pro­ 
du ction on that part of his crop 
going into domestic mark ets. 
Wallace contends the Simpson 
plan wou ld be difficu lt to ad­ 
minister.

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ESTABLISHING A 30-HOUR WEEK 
It is not so v ery long since one of the largest 
ind u strial concerns in the nation was argu ing 
seriously that it cou ld not operate profitably u n­ 
less it m aintained the 12-hou r working 
day in 
all of its plants. 
Today a bill prov id ing for a national 30-hou r 
week for ind u stry has passed the Senate. With 
certain mod ifications, it seems to stand an ex ­ 
cellent chance of becoming law. 
The gu lf between the v iewpoints represented 
by those two time-scales is almost u nimaginably 
wide. 
One harks back to the era that bu ilt the py ra­ 
mid s, when a workm an’s v alu e was ex pressed 
solely in the mu scles of his back and arm s and 
legs, and when the fate which m ight come to 
him as an ind iv id u al was to u tterly u nim portant 
tha t it nev er ev en occu rred to his bosses to think 
about it. 
The other ex presses the id eas of a new d ay ; a 
day in which heav y m achinery d oes the heav y 
work and the workman himself is not simply a 
cog in an ind u strial mechanism bu t is, first and 
foremost, a citizen whose right to a good job and 
a d ecent liv ing is param ou nt to all other con­ 
sid erations. 
The speed at which we hav e trav eled in the 
past d ecad e can be gu aged by that contrast. 
Ju st how a fed eral law fix ing a max imu m 
working week m ight work ou t in practice is. per­ 
haps, something else again. Su ch a law wou ld 
hav e to be elastic, it wou ld hav e to be ad m inis­ 
tered with great wisd om, and it m ight well hav e 
to be accompanied by some sort of minimu m 
v /age law. Bu t at the m om ent those m atters are 
besid e the point. 
The really ex citing thing is the fact tha t we 
are at last able to contem plate su ch a law w ith­ 
ou t qu aking in ou r boots and m u ttering abou t 
Bolshev ism. This scheme wou ld hav e looked like 
the v ery qu intessence of rad icalism a few y ears 
ago; tod ay we are abou t read y to accept it as a 
part of a whole new program, and so far ii has 
d rawn far less comment than the fact tha t an 
American citizen can legally bu y a glass of beer. 
T hat change reflects a shift in pu blic senti­ 
m ent which is almost too profou nd to be com pre­ 
hend ed . 


BOYHOOD CHUMS 
If y ou are a father, are y ou a6 qu ainted with 


y ou r boy ’s chu ms? Do y ou know them to be the 
right kind of company for y ou r son? 
Ev ery norm al boy has singled ou t from his 
friend s and acqu aintances, two or three partic­ 
u lar chu ms. These chu m s are his “other self,” 
all he will hav e u ntil y ears of m atu rity d ev elop 
in him the sex attraction. 
If y ou hav e stu d ied boy natu re, or ev en if y ou 
can recall y ou r own boy hood d ay s, y ou m u st 
know tha t they are the d ay s wherein the last­ 
ing impressions of life are formed . It is also the 
period when the d om ination of a strong per­ 
sonality is most potent for good or ev il ov er a 
weaker or more plastic natu re. 
Hav e y ou stu d ied y ou r boy ’s chu ms? It may be 
almost as necessary as a stu d y of the boy him ­ 
self. Are those chu ms all y ou cou ld wish him 
to be? Are they stronger, or weaker, of pu rpose 
and character, than y ou r boy ? If stronger, all 
the more reason for y ou to know their real char­ 
acter, for they are su re to impress their person­ 
ality on y ou son as tha t strength ov ercomes 
weakness. 
The boy rarely d ev elops habits or traits of 
character acqu ired from mere chance acqu ain­ 
tances or from strangers. It is from his inti­ 
m ates tha t he absorbs id eas that become fix ed in 
the mind and d ev elop into character. Hence the 
im perativ e necessity tha t those intim ates be of 
right character. 
Some think it is risky bu siness to attem pt to 
regu late a son’s friend ships. Ad mitted ly so, y et 
y ou hav e it in y ou r power to control the m atter 
to a great ex tent. 
Ev ery normal boy has great respect for his fa­ 
ther, prov id ed that father is d eserv ing of his re­ 
spect. The first step, therefore, is to secu re and 
d eserv e the boy ’s confid ence. This accomplished , 
a little tactfu l consid eration on y ou r part, to­ 
gether with a personal interest in his ev ery d ay 
life, ou ght to giv e y ou control of the situ ation. 
Bu t the su rest way to control the m atter is to 
constitu te y ou rself the boy ’s chu m. This can be 
d one if the m atter is taken in hand early in the 
boy 's life. 
To ev ery y ou ng boy his father is a mod el of 
perfection. His first boy ish ambition is to im i­ 
tate father. If that father is d eserv ing of im i­ 
tation and will cu ltiv ate his boy ’s confid ence, the 
problem is solv ed . 
Ev ery father shou ld seek first place in his 
boy ’s confid ence, fie shou ld make certain that 
he stand s higher in the boy ’s regard than all 
others. And that bond shou ld be strengthened as 
the y ears pass.
